1. IT IS NOT YET OFFICIALLY CONFIRMED THAT ECUADOREAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER WILL GO TO THE OASGA. THE MINISTRY 
TOLD US ON MARCH 9 THAT HE PROBABLY WOULD GO. 

2. ASSUMING THE MINISTER DOES GO, WE EXPECT THAT HE 
MIGHT ASK TO SEE THE SECRETARY. IF HE ASKS FOR THE 
APPOINTMENT, WE RECOMMEND IT BE GRANTED. 

3. WE IMAGINE THAT ANY CONVERSATION BETWEEN THE 
SECRETARY AND THE MINISTER WOULD RESEMBLE THE PREVIOUS 
ONE (REF: C) AND, THEREFORE, SUGGEST THAT THE SECRETARY 
LEAVE THE INITIATIVE TO THE MINISTER. 

4. WE EXPECT THAT THE MINISTER WOULD MAKE THE SAME 
BASIC POINT ABOUT SANCTIONS AGAIN. 

5. HOWEVER, IF THE NOTIFICATION REQUIRED BY HR 71 17 HAS 
BEEN MADE BY THE TIME OF THE OASGA, THE MINISTER WILL 
VERY PROBABLY WISH TO PROTEST THIS NEW " ECONOMIC 
SANCTION." IN FACT, THE MINISTER IS VERY LIKELY TO 
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RAISE THIS ISSUE IN THE OASGA ITSELF IF NOTIFICATION HAS 
BEEN MADE.
